John, 


There are a number of sources for possiable materials for a good portable 
antenna. However I would not expect to mount one on the back of any rig. 


I generally start with a Platform Base of Plywood or some 2 X 4's with a 
Plumbing Pipe Flange screwed to the base, A 6-12" Iron Pipe Nipple is 
Screwed into the Pipe Flange, Then slip a PVC pipe section down on the 
nipple and slip a "Black Widow" or Other Brand of Fiberglass Fishing pole 
into the PVC. I also had a version which used a 5 gallon paint bucket 
with lid. the PVC Pipe is secured in the bucket. Actually you can use the 
same Pipe Flange arrangement fastened to a round piece of plywood. The 
Bucket can be filled with sand or gravel and will hold a pretty good 


antenna. 


My earlier experiments with this base used a 10 foot PVC mast and a Pair 
of 40 Meter Verticals with the Dipole Adapter. Moderate Success at best. 


More Height or better location might have been better. YMMV 


I have recently seen 4 foot fiberglass rods sold at Home Depot. They are 
intended as Driveway Markers. Red or Orange. I think they were about 

$ 2.00 each they were 1/4" diameter fiberglass. I thought of using metal 
sleeves at the joints and run the Element thru a PVC TEE at the center. 
Maybe add a short length (18") o£ pvc to the down section and slip it over 
the Vertical Support. Feed it with 300 Ohm Twin Lead and Use some Teflon 
Stranded Wire for the Elements. 


I also thought of using the Top three Sections of Black Widow for the 
Elements. It would Take Three Black Widows to make that one. It would 
however be much lighter. 


Another Idea for the Bucket Base. Make a Small Table Top Platform to Slip 
down over the pvc pipe and you have a handy Operating desk. 


The Bucket could also be lined with foam and double as a COLD BEVERAGE

I added a 100 db audio amplifier after the mixer in the Direct Conversion 
receiver. It's the three transistor direct coupled amp that appears on 
page 76 of SSD. I used 2N2222s. A board mounted 10K pot went between the 
mixer and the input of the amp. I built it Manhattan style with some ugly 
thrown in. With high impedance headphones the amp works very nicely. You 


get that great sensation of hearing the band "directly." 


The high impedance headphones I'm using are very old. They were 
manufactured by "American Bell" in Wayland N.Y. I felt like a real radio 
pioneer when I put those things on. 


I take back all the bad things I said about DC receivers. This one works 
very nicely. The VXO keeps it stable and the 4 diode mixer seems to have 
eliminated the AM detection problem (admittedly this problem is easier to 
beat at 18 Mhz than at 7 or 10). 


Just to review, here's the RX lineup: Grounded gate RF amp (MPF102) with 
tuned circuits in the input and output. 4 diode mixer (ordinary switching 
diodes) with two toroidal transformers. LO is the VXO from the TX: JFET 
oscillator, source follower, RF amp. AF amp described above. 


Question: In the mixer circuuit that I used, at the mixer's AF output 
port, Doug DeMaw had a 10k ohm resistor to ground and a 1 K resistor 
between the transfomer and the output cap. In another similar circuit, the 
output went across an RF choke to ground. Are these simple circuits in 
lieu of a diplexer? Do I need a diplexer? 


I'm going to try to add one or two more AF stages to see if I can drive a 
speaker (without having this thing take off). 


There is some annoying AC hum when I run this RX off an AC power supply -- 
if filtering and shielding doesn't fix this, I may have to limit myself to 
battery ops. 


Last night I was tuning through 17 with the new RX and heard a loud CQ from 
ON4AAM. I hit the PTT and gave him a shout. I was 56 - 57. I was very 
pleased with the first transceiver QSO with this rig.

I read somewhere that there is a 6 DB increase in power necessary 
to make a properly calibrated "S" meter move a full unit. Several months 
ago for fun I used a signal generator and calibrated set attenuator and 
checked my Kenwood TS-140 and TS-50 radio's S meters. 


They were both right on the money around "S" = 6 but near S9 and 
S3 both meters got non-linear. So I can say a good but not loud signal 
will be measured pretty well by both radios.

>I used to worry about "bargaining" at Hamfests. I was concerned that if I 
>paid the posted price I would look like a chump, but if I bargained I was 
>worried that the seller might be insulted by the price I offered. Someone 
>suggested that offerng the seller 75% of the listed price is a good 
>strategy. I have done this and it works! Often the seller will sell for your 
>offer, sometimes they will counter offer, but usually you can get the object 
>for less than the posted price. Others have more sophisticated strategies. 
>Maybe they will post their secrets. It helps if you don't absolutely have to 
>have the unit and can walk away from the table. 


I've "insulted" many a seller with a low-ball offer. I've also been 
"insulted" by many. However, unlike some, I don't feel put off by a 
low-ball offer. I feel more insulted by people who walk up and go "What's 
your best price?" I always tell them -- "Make me an offer!" Bargaining is 


a skill that has greatly atrophied here in the US. 


In my experience, I've found that the guys who put prices on everything 
are more reasonable bargainers that those who don't. Perhaps it's because 
the guys who don't are put off by everyone who asks what they are asking 
for a piece of gear.... 


Persistance pays off. I recently went to a hamfest and found someone with 
a Kenwood AT-250. I'd been looking for one for some time. However, this 
fellow wanted to sell it with the TS-140 he had. I must have come by 10 
times that day, consistantly making an offer for just the AT-250. At the 
end of the day, I went home with it. 


If you make an offer, be prepared to buy. One hamfest a few years ago, a 
friend of mine made me drag down a complete Wang word processing system. 
It functioned, but was old and missing a lot of covers. Someone came by 
and asked about it. I told them what it was, and they asked me how much 
-- I told them to make me an offer. (Little did they know -- no matter 
how much they offered me, I was prepared to take it) They said "$10" and 
I said "Sold!" 


I was very happy not to have to load up that 200+ lbs of equipment and 
take it back home.... 


By the same token, don't be put off if your offer doesn't entice the 
seller. There's always other stuff to find at Hamfests.

If you are looking for a good low angle performing antenna that can be 
rotated and has good off the ends rejection the ROTATABLE INVERTED HALF 
SQUARE may be something you should try. 


Basically I use two Black Widow poles with 16+ vertical wire and 33 ft 
Spacing. The wire connecting the two poles is at the base vs the top and fed 
in one corner. 


I elevate the poles on a tripod base made from 1 inch pvc. The support is 18 
inches long and has 3 45 degree elbows at teh base and the legs are 5 ft 1 
inch pvc. 


Broadside east-west I almost lose the southern signals. Rotate one of tHE 
bases around so broadside to south-WOW there they are loud as ever. Almost 6 
db rejection from rough testing using receive S-meter readings.

I wish to thank several people for responding to my query. This follow 
up note summarizes my first impressions of steam generation of power 
for QRP or field day. 


There are a lot of resources out there, which I have not had the time 
to explore. There's a relevant magazine and a newsgroup, which can be 
identified through the URLs I provide here. 


While steam generation has some advantages, it might not be ideal, 
either. It is said that a steam generating plant under a kilowatt or 
two would cost about $3-5/watt. A 500 watt plant might cost $2-3,000, 
although apparently there's quite a market for used steam engines. If 
one has to buy a boiler and generator separately, things get 
complicated. Also, I gather that an entirely self-regulating 

engine gets a lot more expensive, and otherwise you have to fiddle 
with it to respond to changing loads, etc. This is one reason it is 
better to generate DC to charge batteries. For efficiency, one really 


needs something useful to do with the heat. 


For a set of links, try The New England Wireless and Steam Museum 

site (http://users.ids.net/~newsm/links.html). Also, 
www.angelfire.com/mo/allsteamedup/ . Sensible Steam Consultants 
(www.sensiblesteam.com) is a useful site. In several cases, you really 
can't find out much without buying a catalog. The serious kits seem 
always to require machine tools (and the associated metalworking 
skills), but there apparently are folks who do the machine work on 
steam engine kits for you. 


The Cheddar Models, Ltd. manufactures engines and boilers. They make 
attractive models, including an "Electricity Generating Set" and a 
"Pagasus Power Plant." It was difficult to find specifics, but my 
guess is that these would be too small. Meant primarily to be cute. 
http://www. jackrabbitracing.com/cheddar.html 


PM Research sells nice steam and stirling engine models at modest 
prices. The Stirling engines are just toys and also most of the steam 
engines. But they have a 1/4 horsepower model (19", either vertical or 
horizontal), i.e, in theory, 746 watts. But you would have to get a 
boiler and generator for it. This is an inexpensive kit because you 
machine the parts (you need a 9" lathe).

Tiny Power also has a comparable engine, you must have a lathe and 
drill press, and also get the boiler separately. It offers a 300 and a 
600 watt engine-generator.

Great minds think alike! Hi hi! 


I've been using an antenna similar to the one you describe since last 
summer. What got me going was the trial version of EZNec. I found that 
with the antenna fed at the 20 foot level EZNec showed a nice 
bi-directional low angle lobe and a fairly low SWR. I also use two SD-20 
poles, but mount them on the ground with the "traditional" 12 inch curb 
spike. My antenna is configured as a typical half square, with the feed 
point at the top of one of the poles. I use two strands of computer ribbon 
cable (similar to Doug's, KI6DS, Norcal Doublet) for the elements and the 
feed line (terminated in banana plugs) and use a ZM-2 tuner between the rig 
and antenna. I fasten the antenna to the top of the poles with fishing 
swivel-snaps and use fishing sinkers at the ends of the vertical wires to 
keep them taught. When not in use, the antenna rolls up nicely onto an old 
7 inch stereo tape reel. 


I'm very satisfied with the operation of my antenna also! Thanks for 
sharing your antenna with the group, I'm sure others will enjoy building 
and using it.

Darn.... 100 db of audio gain after the volume control. I would think that would 
produce a fair amount of receiver hiss! 


If you are listening to your DC receiver with high impedance headphone, you 
probably 

do not need any more gain. High impedance headphones need significant audio 
voltages to get enough audio power to hear something. 

For example, using 16 ohm headphone, 5 mW of audio drive requires: 

@.005 = Vxx*2/16, V = 0.28v RMS or ©.8v pk-pk. 

With 1K ohm high impedance headphones, 5 mw of audio drive requires: 


@.005 = Vx*2/1000, V = 2.2 v RMS or 6.2v pk-pk. 


Now if you had 2.2v RMS into a 8 ohm speaker instead of your high impedance 
headphones, you would get: 


P = 2.2x*x2/8 = 0.6 watts 


That should be a nice loud signal out of an 8 ohm speaker. However, I realize 
that your 100 db amplifier may not directly drive such a low impedance load. 


You do not need more audio gain, you just need to have that audio signal drive 
something that can deliver a lot of current. The simple thing is to use a 
resistive 

voltage divider into a LM380 or LM386 to kill its 40 db gain. A 10K resistor and 
a 100 ohm resistor would form a 100:1 divider (-40 db gain) that could be used on 
the input to the audio IC to kill the excess gain.

I don't know what niche the FT-817 fills. It consumes too much power 
for anything other than novelty portable operation, yet it's too small 
for ease of use and versatility in regular fixed station use. Perhaps 
"novelty" IS the best characterization of the FT-817 niche for ham use 
outside Japan.

It may be a novelty, but it appears to be a successful one: I saw a post 
on this list a while back that claimed that Yaesu has already sold 8,000 
FT-817s in the US. Some fraction of them were probably bought primarily 
as all-mode VHF and UHF radios (add an amplifier brick, and you have a 
competitively-priced all-mode 2m and 440 rig, with an HF QRP radio 
thrown in for free!), but that still leaves a lot of potential HF QRP 
operators. 


One market that seems to have taken to the FT-817 in a BIG way is people 
who are using them for pedestrian or bicycle mobile. Although people did 
operate that way before the 817 came out, the numbers of PM and BM 
operators seem to have skyrocked in the recent past, and the 817 seems 
to be THE rig to have in that crowd. (I'm talking about HF operation 
here, not people using HTs on foot or bicycle. And I'm talking about 
people who operate these modes during their normal travels, not people 
who go out for a whole day of hiking or cycling.) 


And the FT-817 really is pretty well on-target for those uses. It's 
small and reasonably light (it's actually surprisingly heavy for its 
size, but not heavy in absolute terms), and its shortcomings aren't too 
important for the PM or BM operator. The awkward user interface isn't a 
big deal, since they won't be using controls other than the tuning knob 
very much (they're too busy to play with things like filter settings), 
and the power consumption isn't an issue for an operator who will only 
be in the field for a hour or two at most. 


What remains to be seen is whether these modes will have enduring 
popularity, or just be a fad. I wouldn't be surprised if they fade out 
along with the sunspots, since the most effective bands for such 
portable operations are the ones that work best at the high point of the 
cycle, only to reappear in another 10 years.

Yes, Mike, I was too. The only explaination why the FT-817 didn't cover 
at least to 174 MHz is the legal limitation of coverage for the Japanese 
market. There are many blocked frequency ranges in Japanese domestic 
VHF/UHF scanners which are not blocked in export models. I would have 
given the FT-817 a lot of thought if only it had full VHF-FM public 
service band coverage. That would have made the unit a more valuable 
"emergency" use radio. 


Perhaps it will be noticed by manufacturers that the unit sold quite 
well in markets for which it was not intended, so it may be that we'll 
see future small radios introduced that have been designed for even more 
appeal to customers outside Japan.

Other successful Japanese Novice rigs include the Kenwood TS-120 and 
130V, and the competing Yaesu FT301.

Probably as good a deal because you can turn the power down with the 
ALC, and they are not too expensive for a full featured mufti band mufti 
mode rig! Of course you'll have to have a 2 meter/440 rig as well! 


If the FT-817 is your cup of tea, buy it! Why speculate.
